In tbe manufacture of paper from 


wood palp Jher* ere two general pro- 
ces.es—one the soda and tbe other 
the sulphite process. 


The latter ie tbe preferable owing to 


the better product produced bnt has 
one very rsatrainlng influence to its 
general adoption, and that ie tbe af- 
finity of tbe bisulphide for iron. To 
explain tbe process generally we will 
start from tbe point where the wood Ie 
delivered to tbe mill in 6 ft lengths. 


Toe wood after being received, is oat 


Into lengths of abont 8ft long, then 
placed agaicst a machine called a "bar- 
ker", which quickly removes tbe bark, 
then they are split and the pieces 
shoved into a machine at an incline. 
Thla machine tears it into shavings, 
which are then placed for inspection 
and all parts which are not readily 
acted upon by tbe alkalies- such as 
knots, etc., are removed—from there 
they pus Into tbe liilvating apparatus. 
Tbe digester is either made from some 
expensive metal not attacked by the 
bisulphide or 
is lined with either 


lead or tiles laid in cement and then 
made of iron or steel. 


Afterwards shavings are thrown into 


it and for several boors are subject to 
steam. This ie then sbat off and aeld 
run in snd.taen further steam until a 
high temperature is resohed and main- 
tained for about 8 boors. By this 
action all tlie soluble snbstanoe which 
surround and permeate the fibre are 
dissolved, tbe sulphite remaining as a 
eoft mass in the liquid. It is now 
boiled until by test it is found just 
properly cooked and then it is ran 
onto the floor. 


From here It is either ran directly 


into paper of the cheaper yellow vari- 
eties or it ie bleached for tbe finer 
white varieties. Tbe bisulphide is ob- 
tained by tbe reaction of sulpbnrous 
aaid produced by the wasting of pyr- 
ites or by burning enlphur upon lime- 
el one. It is a oolerlsss liquid of an 
odor simply aoffoeating and attacks all 
tbe common mstals sxeept lead. 


The more expensive qualities of 


papsr require farther treatment by 
each chemicals as sulphuric aoid, cop- 
perized ammenls, concentrated moth- 
er liquor resulting from the manu- 
facture of chloride of zinc, a neutral 
solution of zlno chloride, zinc iodide, 
etc., depeodhig simply upon what use 
it is to be pnt to. If rsge are used at 
all to mix with the pnlp another array 
of chemicals mast be used, such at 
soda ash. caustic soda, colphats of 
soda, chloride of tin, hyposnlpbide of 
soda, etc., In the general manufacture.
